fruit season arrived. 

Each week now brings its own special 
variety to the market, and a little trouble 
and a small outlay now will ensure brighter 
menus and well-stocked larders for use when 
fresh fruit is no longer procurable. 

For bottling use only the choicest fruit, 
slightly under ripe. Wash and dry the fruit 
well, and fill up the bottles with fruit, tap- 
ping the bottles periodically on the table to 
- the frait to pack itself tightly into place. 

repare a syrup by eg together sugar 
and water at the rate of dib. of sugar to a 
pint_ of water. Boil until the syrup feels 
a and pour over the fruit in the jars, 
completely covering them. 

If you have not got a steriliser, put the 
bottles in an ordinary stewpan of cold water, 
placing the tops on each boitle loosely. Pack 
the bottles with a cloth to keep them froin 
knocking, Bring very slowly to the boil, and 
then boil quickly for ten minutes. Remove 
from the fire and screw on tops very securely. 

Leave the bottles in the waver until it gets 
quite cold.’ Then store in a dry place. 


Vegetables, Too. 


Vegetables may be bottled in the same way, 
using half quantities. of vinegar and water, 
flavoured with salt, pepper, and all-spice 
instead of syrup. They should be young and 
absolutely ‘ies, and require most minute 
washing, peelmg, and scraping, according to 
their kind.

Make sure that the jars are absolutely cold 
before storing, and that the outsides are wiped 
clean with a damp cloth, polished, and

for storing be a bright one, then the jars 
should be wrapped in paper to prevent loss 
of colour to the fruit. The ideal storing 
place would, of course, be dry, cool, and 
dark as well. 2 ' 

As for all cookery purposes, the success 
of bottling depends to a great extent upon 
absolute 2 Hine smog both in the preparation 
of the fruit and of the bottles or jars. Wash- 
ing the bottles is not sufficient; they should 
be sterilised before using, and the rubber 
rings should be renewed each bottling, even 
if they appear sound. 


My Jar Idea. 


Jars for this purpose are expensive and 
sometimes difficult to procure. This year 
I have collected a number of glass jars which 
originally contained fruit salad, ete. These, 
as you know, are of uniform size, and | 


uniform size. With these I imtend to exper!- 
ment this year, and, since the state of being 
“air tight’? is all that is required 
for the purpose of preservation of the fruit, I 
see no reason why my experiment should he 
other than a success. If so, and the jars. are 
ones that would otherwise be useless, and the 
corks are cheap, I will have reduced my 
housekeeping expenses very considerably. 
The essential difference between “' pre- 
serving’’ and “ bottling ” is that, while pre- 
serving is cooking the fruit with about three- 
fourths of its weight of sugar, and thus losing 
much of real flavour of the fruit, “ bottling ”’ 
is keeping the fruit good in sterillised air- 
tight jars, sugar being added only to give

“Bottled” Meats. 


Although I have written exclusively of fruit 
and vegetables, the wise housewife will make 
use of the bottling idea in the preparation of 
foods for use in the seaside or countr 
bungalow, where, on week-end or other holi- 
day, she will wish to have the actual cooking 
of meals reduced to the smallest possible 
amount, and yet where she will find her 
family enjoying gigantic appetities. 

Beef, dicken, etc., respond beautifully to 
“ bottling.’’ The meat should be first cooked 
until tender, and all fat removed. It should 
then be cut to convenient sizes and placed 
in jars in layers, with uncooked but blanched 
vegetables—carrots, onions, beans, etc., with 
barley or rice for packing. When the jars 
are well packed, pour in absolutely boiling 

ease-free stock. Sterilise in boiling water 
or an hour and a half, and cover securely, 
the jar quite air-tight. No fat of 
any kind should be allowed in the jar. 

Vhen required the 'stew” may be re- 
heated in the jar and turned out on to a hot 
dish for service. Such a dish would be a 
real boon on one of those dull days, which 
have a way of intruding themselves into our 
summer weather, and which leave the hostess 
away from home in such a dilemma as to 
what to serve as a contrast to cool salad 
menus, which are the only sensible food for 
the hot weather which I hope you, todo, are

mother in the child’s throat. Here is 
the main gate, both of health and of 
And yet how many parents look 
upon the mouth, and what is inside it, as a 
complicated mystery best left alone. Pride 
in the appearance of the teeth, it is to be 
feared, is not always so assiduously main- 
tained when there are twenty as when the 
first. makes its timid appearance. What is it 
that will allow a parent to look with un- 
concern upon the gradual degeneration of 
these pearls of great price whose first com- 
ing was such a milestone in the infant's pro- 
gress? 

But there are other things besides the 
teeth to be looked for in the mouth. Many 
conditions of ill-health offer their first warn- 
ing by the throat. If every mother and 
father would realise this and. so accustom 
themselves to recognise the ordinary appear- 
ance of the mouth. by regular investigation 
of what is to be seen, many an hour of 
anguish might be saved. The handle of a 
clean metal spoon used to control the tongue 
will allow the inside of the cheeks and the 
back of the throat to vecome easily visible 
for a thorough inspectivn.

Watching the tongue. 


In youngest infamy, “tongue tie,” a 
partially-spht palate, ‘‘ white mouth,’’ 
uleerated gums, and unusual conditions can 
be easily detected, not to mention the order 
and regularity of the growth of the teeth. 
A most important warning to the observant 
mother, also, is unusual movement of the 
nostrils when breathing, so often a sign of 
trouble in the chest. 

As the infant gets older, the natyral colour 
of the tongue must be more strictly watched. 
A white, yellow or brown ‘‘fur’’ will give 
its warning—possibly of scarlet fever. A 
“mushy ” mouth will make one think of 
measles, which is taken lightly, often with 
disastrous results. 

‘“Specks on the tonsils’’ or on the ‘“ cur- 
tain’ will help to realise the possibility of 
diphtheria, especially if there is a waxy sur- 
face, and the child is pale. Much diphtheria 
is being missed—-with sometimes fatal 
results—because the external appearance only 
of the neck and throat has had attention 
brought to it. Quinsy, mumps, tonsilitis, 
“‘swollen glands,”’ are all discussed, but 
until the idea of a throat or nose swab is 
as familiar to the child as the use of its own 
handkerchief, we will go on ‘“ missing ” 
diphtheria, and sighing over the empty crib.

GOVERNMENT SUPPORT. | 


Ross a-vealed to the British Government 
for support, and in due course a British war- 
ship arrived. The isiands were taken under 
British protection in 1856, and finally the 
British Government leased the islands to 
John Clunies Ross and his successorg for 999 
years. 

The settlement of the Ross family 
flourished; that of Alexander Hare “‘ faded 
away. ” Ross established coconut plantations, 
began to trade with the East, and built ships, 
in which his children sailed home to Scotland 
to be educated. | 

John Clunies Ross, who died in the 1850's, 
was succeeded in the ownership of the islands 
by his eldest son, John George Clunies Ross. 
John George.married a Malayan Princess, 
and he, too, sent his children back to Scot- 
land for their education. 

The population of the islands had reached 
1,000 when John Ross II. was succeeded by 
his son, George Clunies Ross, who soon 
showed a remarkable ialent for administra- 
tion. 

In 1910, almost coinciding with the death 
of George Clunies Ross, a terrific hurricane 
struck the islands. Many of the coconut 
plantations were destroyed, as the gale swept 
across the islands, but the damage has long 
since been repaired. 


GOVERNMENT AND 
COERCION. 


FIANNA FAIL DEPUTY 
REVIEWS SITUATION. 


Addressing a convention of Fianna Fail 
clubs in Co. Meath, Mr. M. O'Reilly, T.D., 
said that the question had been raised that 
under the new bill the land could be taken 
from a man who was working his land. They 
could be assured that men who worked their 
land in a sound way, giving proportionate 
employment, would not be disturbed. What 
was aimed at was the idle land—the land set 
to people from the West and South and else- 
where from Dublin, on which relatively no 
employment was given. Such lands could be 
acquired, and in that respect it was a far- 
reaching measure. 

Continuing, he said that there were elements 
going about the country with threats if 
the Government proceeded to avail of the first 
real opportunity the country had got for 600 
years: The country had been two years 
governed without a semblance of coercion and 
they did not want to use any force against. the 
campaign that was being carried on, but at 
the same time he believed public opinion was 
sound and healthy and was determined that 
this thing should not be tolerated. They were 
going through the most terrible “war' known. 
That “war” was prosecuted by England and 
was intended to starve them into acquiescence. 
The way to defeat that terrible aggression 
was by being loyal to one another.

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INDIA’S WIDOWS. 


RE-MARRIAGE LAW 
ANNIVERSARY. 


There are more than 20,000,000 widows in 
India—between 200,000 and 700,000 of them 
still under the age of 25. This was what 
Mr. Justice Divatia told a meeting which 
was held to celebrate the anniversary of the 
passing of the Hindu Widow Re-marriage 
Act, states Reuter’s Bombay correspondent. 

He pointed out that legal disabilities of 
Hindu widows were removed by the Hindu 
Widow Remarriage Act as early-as 1856. a 
year before the Sepoy mutiny, yet custom 
had proved too strong in many cases. Mr. 
Justice Divatia concluded with an appeal to 
the Hindu community to remove this “ blot ” 
on Hindu culture and create public opinion in 
favour of widow re-marriage.

NEW SALVAGE PLAN 
REVEALED,

Extraordinary to the Court of Athens. 
An Irish Doctor. 


I was interested to meet at one of the 
British Medical Association meetings Mr. 
Terence Millin, F.,R.C.S., who used be 
a leading light of the Trinity and Irish 
Rugby world.

First- Aid at the Seaside. 


There are few services more important 
than first-aid to the injured, and those 
voluntary workers in the cause, such as 
the members of the St. John’s Ambulance 
Association, are deserving of all admira- 
tion.

EXPORTS DOWN 47 PER 
CENT. 


The first outstanding fact is that a policy 
which declaredly aimed at the restriction of 
imports has reaxted much more severely on 
the export side of the international balance 
sheet. While imports fell by approximately 
31 per cent., exports (including re-exports) 
tumbled by no less than 47 per cent. during 
the year which ended 30th of last June, as 
compared with the year which ended in June, 


. 


ADVERSE BALANCE RISES. 


Startling as such figures are, their full 


significance only begins to emerge when they 
are related to the international trade balance. 
Whilst there may be reasonable differences of 
opinion as to whether, or to what extent, 
such balances be ‘‘adveise”’ or otherwise— 
there can be no dispute on the broad pro- 
position that exports falling more rapidly 
than imports means : thoroughly unhealthy 
trade and financial relationship. Applied to the 
official figures portrayed in columns 3, 4, 5 and 
6 of our diagram that indisputable proposi- 
tion reveals ceeply disquieting developments 
indeed. While the year ended June, 1931, 
showed exports of £40,854,000, with an 
‘‘adverse”’ balance of £11,570,000, the 
returns for the year ended last June showed 
exports aPruce g to £21,384,000, while the 
years adverse balance increased to 
£14,458,000. Stated in another form, whilst 
in the former year the adverse balance repre- 
sented approximately 28 per cent. of our total 
exports, the corresponding percentage rose te 
68 during the year which ended last June. 


INEVITABLE DEADLOCK. 


Upon such figures the obvious and in- 
evitable comment is that, in the absence of 
a reversal of policy, early economic and 


financial deadlock is unavoidable. So far 
from there being any indication that there are 
signs of improvement under the present policy, 
we have the officially vouched facts (Page 
ó of the '“Trade Statistics” for last June) 
that imports fell by £766,000 during the 
single month of June, 1933, as compared with 
June, 1932, while the corresponding fall in 
exports was £1,268,000, a fact which 
cannot reasonably be held to signify anything 
other than an accelerating movement towards 
early economic chuos. 


THE PERIODS SELECTED. 


Lest it be suggested that the periods con- 
trasted were specially selected, it may be well 
to explain why the year to the end of June, 
1931, was taken instead of June, 19352. The 
feason was that 1932 was merely a transi- 
tional period, during which the policy of 
‘economic nationalism ' was being developed. 
The contrast now submitted fairly represents 
the comparative results of the Cosgrave policy 
of selective tariffs and the de Valera pro- 
gramme of general exclusion. To which it 
may, perhaps, be added that the writer has 
never had any association of any kind with 
Mr. Cosgrave’s political party or organisation

LOOTING FEARED. 


The grim spectre of famine stalks in 
the streets of the capital, where the poorer 
inhabitants, owing to the bakers being on 
| strike, have been almost without food for 
forty-eight hours. It is feared that Joot- 
ing may break out. 

In Santiago the military commander has 
ordered all the shops to re-open within 
five days, announcing that shopkeepers 
who disobey will be considered as revolu- 
tionaries. 

In Havana sterner methods are being 
used, and police cars are patrolling the 
main streets indiscriminately, spraying 
with machine-gun bullets all closed shops, 
many of which are owned by Spaniards, 
Chinese and other foreigners.

“RENOUNCE MONROE 
DOCTRINE.” 


U.S. SENATOR’S ADVICE. 


The renunciation by the United States 
of the “ Monroe Dectrine,’’ which has 
hitherto been one of the corner stones of 
its foreign policy, was urged yesterday by 
Senator Pittman upon his return to 
America from the World Economic Con- 
ference. 

Senator Pittman, who is chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
said that, “ for the purposes of assuring 
the people of Latin America that we are 
sincere in our announced policy that we 
will not interfere in their affairs, we 
should make a declaration that there is no 
longer any necessity for the Doctrine. 
We should say that the Doctrine has 
outworn the policy, and it would be the 
greatest assurance the Latin American 
people could have that we are sincere, anc 
that there is no further obligation on ow 
| part to interfere. The danger of European 
Powers attempting to extend their govern- 
ment to Latin America is at present 
negligible.’’ 

The root idea of the Monroe Doctrine 
which was formulated by President 
Monroe in a message to Congress in 1823 
is ‘‘ America for the Americans.’ lH 
declares, in effect, that the United States 
would consider as dangerous to their 
peace and safety any attempt on the part 
of European Powers to extend their in 
fluence or possessions in North or South 
America, which means, in practice, that 
whereas in other parts of the world a 
nation would take suitable steps fo protect 
the interests “of its own nationals, that

REGIME. 


RUTHLESS ACTION TO 
BE TAKEN.

ERIOUS incidents in the State of 

Wurtemberg are referred to in an 
official statement issued to-day comment- 
ing on the arrest and removal to a con- 
centration camp of two Stuttgart archi- 
tects. 

The statement hints at the existence in 
certain quarters of conditions amounting 
to mutiny. 

“ Recent observations make it clear,” 
says the official statement, “ that most 
serious resistance to the 
Socialist Government comes less at present 
from Marxist and Communist camps than 
from Liberal Democrat and so-called 
Nationalist quarters. 

“The attacks are all the more to be 
condemned as those who make them, un- 
hke the Marxists, possess an education 
which puts them in a position to realise 
the criminal nature of their proceedings. 
The persons in question need not ante 


at all if they are dealt with by ruthless- 
ness such as is no longer employed against 
other enemies of the State.’’ 

In the statement the Government also 
warns so-called National-Socialists who 
join in the resistance complained of, and 
who take advantage of their membership 
of the Nazi Party to intervene in favour 
of such rebels, that they must expect 
arrest and expulsion from the party. 

The statement then refers to events 
which culminated yesterday in the removal 
of General Taichmann from his post as 
President of the Wurtemberg Officers’ 
League. ; 

The General, who is 71 years of age, had 
refused to obey a police order to dissolve 
a certain section of the league which had 
given evidence of hostility to Nationa] 
Socialism. | 

It is stated that this ontbreak of 
“ Liberalism ” in the ranks of the War 
veterans will be fought in ‘‘-the most ruth- 
less and terrible manner’’ by the Nazi 
authorities. They refrained, however, 
from putting the General himself in cus- 
tody on account. of his age.

As the Temps 
benevolently points out, perhaps the 
German administrative machine is slow in 
starting to work, and though official 
quarters consider the broadcast as a breach 
of the assurances given to Italy, the 
Government will wait and see whether the 
Reich will keep its promises or not.

SLAP FOR ITALY.

SWITZERLAND “INVADED.”

The Swiss 
Attorney-General yesterday opened an in- 
guiry into the ‘frontier incident’’ at 
Basle, when a party of Nazis, it is alleged. 
marched into Swiss territory and searched 
the house of a German night watchman ol 
an electricity works situated half in Ger- 
many and half in Switzerland. 

All parties and all sections of the Swiss 
Press unite in demanding a strong and 
immediate diplomatic protest to Germany 
should the inquiry establish the truth of 
the alleged circumstances of the 
‘* invasion.” 

It is stated that the watchman’s house 
was searched because the Nazis suspected 
him of having Communist sympathies. It 
is also stated that the sum total of Com- 
munist literature found in his possession 
Was one copy of a German Comiounist

REMARKABLE interview with Herr 
Hitler, published in a New York 
newspaper, has been spire, 2g, rn to 
Berlin, though withheld at the order of 
Berlin.

Herr Hitler said, according to this 
interview, that France, Great Britain and 
America should be thankful to the storm 
detachments and Stahlhelm that the Bol- 
shevist wave, which, on the night of the 
Reichstag fire, was about to overrun: the 
world from Germany, had been repelled. 
He added : — 

‘* As we received in that night appeals 
for help by telephone, telegraph and wire- 
less from all over Germany about the im- 

ending Bolshevist conspiratorial up- 
goes I decided ruthlessly to use all 
the power at my disposal. 

‘** Bend or break’ was my motto, The 
discoveries made two hours later justified 
me. On the immediate occupation of 
public buildings, including the university, 
library and town halls, we found fuses, 
wadding soaked in petrol, and explosives. 


WILL OPEN WORLD’S EYES. 


“Tf I had not taken resolute action in 
that decisive hour in the cause of peace 
and order against Bolshevist incendiarism, 
not only the Reichstag and the Palace, but 
also every public building in Germany, 
and—who knows ?—possibly in the whole 
western hemisphere, would have been a 
heap of ruins to-day. 

‘The coming trial will open the eyes of 
the world to the sensations of that night— 
the evidence, so far kept secret, guaran- 
tees the proof that a Bolshevist world plot 
was discovered. Everything was ready to 
strike.” 

They had beaten down “ Jewish Com- 
munism,” said Herr Hitler, and would 
never again allow Bolshevism to raise its 
head. Why did the world shed crocodile 
tears over the criminals’ lot—which had 
been earned a handredfold—of ‘‘ a smail 
minority ” in Germany? Where was the 
world conscience when millions suffered 
hunger in Germany, when-over 200,000 
Germans were driven to desperation and 
suicide? 

OFFER TO THE JEWS. 

‘‘T ask President Roosevelt, I ask the 
American people, are you ready to take 
over these polluters of the German and of 
the Christian soul? We would give every 
one of them a free ticket and a 1,000-mark 
note as pocket money if we could get rid of 
them. Shall I let thousands of German- 
blooded beings perish, in order that all 
the Jews may work and live in security? 
Am I responsible for the toothless children 
of starved, under-nourished German men 
and mothers? Did I make these millions 
breadless? Am I the cause of that suicide 
army in post-war Germany, which is three 
times as strong as the first American Ex- 
peditionary Force of 70,000 men? 

“- I repeat, freight and expenses will we 
willingly pay, and a little bank account 
in addition, if you will take them (the 
Jews). But Germany must live. Germany 
lives, and will go on living.’’

LINDBERGH CRASH 
RUMOUR. 


SCARE REPORT DENIED 
IN GREENLAND.

A STRONG rumour was prevalent in 
Copenhagen that Colonel Lind- 
bergh, who is flying in stages to Europe 
by the northern route, had crashed in 
Greenland, with fatal injuries. 

Colonel Lindbergh was due to fly yester- 
day from Julianehaab to Angmagssalik, a 
dangerous flight. Shortly after he was 
due to start a wireless message was picked 
up in Denmark saying that he had crashed 
and was killed, 

There was no clue to the station which 
sent the message, but it is believed to have 
come from a wireless station in Green- 
land. 

Owing to a breakdown in wireless com- 
munication, it was impossible to confirm, 
or otherwise, the report for some hours. 
When communication was re-established, 
however, it was found that Colonel 
Lindbergh is safe at Julianehaab. 

Colonel Lindbergh took lunch yesterday 
with Sheriff Ibsens, says the latest 
Associated Press message from Juliane.

ENERAL O’DUFFY stated that some

LIKE FASCISM. 


Women, General O'Duffy explained, 
would vote in the groups of their husbands 
or fathers.

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PHCENIX PARK {WORK OF DAIL| THE VISIT 
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AIR CRASH. 


POSSIBLE CAUSE. 
OF ACCIDENT, 


INQUEST ON BODIES: 


OF TWO VICTIMS, : 


T'¢ City Coroner Dr. D. .Ay-MacErlean; 


sitting with a jury, held an inquest in 

St. Bricin’s Military Hospital, Dublin, 
vesterday, concerning the deaths of Captain 
Oscar Heron and Private Richard Tobin, of 
ine Free State Army Air Force, who died 
following the fall of an aeroplane in which 
they were flying, in an aerial display over 
the Phoenix Park last Saturday. 

Mr. D.. O'Donovan, solicitor (Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office) represented the Minister for 
Defence;- and Mr. L. Trant McCarthy, 
solicitor, appeared for the next-of-kin of 
Captain Heron, Superintendent D. Hurley 
represented the Dublin Metropolitan Guard. 

The inquiry regarding Captain Heron was 
first opened, evidence of identification being 
es by Supermtendent C. Heron, of the 
ivic Guard, brother of Captain Heron. 

Oaptain Fitzpatrick, St. Bricin’s Hospital, 
stated that Captain Heron was dead when 
brought to hospital. Private Tobin was 
taken to the surgical ward. 


EXTENSIVE INJURIES. 

Captain Dodd stated that Captain Heron's 
legs were fractured. There was a compound 
fracture of the left arm, and the base of the 
skull and the spinal cord. Three ribs on the 
left side were fractured, piercing the lung. 
A piece of glass had pierced the brain, in 
his opinion death was due to laceration Of the 
brain and fracture of the spinal cord. 

Major Liston, Officer Commanding, Air 
Corps, Baldonnel, said that the varticipation 
of Captain Heron and Private Tobin in the 
co had ofhcial approval. 

Replying to Mr. McCarthy, he said that 
Captain Heron was an experienced pilot, 

Lieutenant Kenneally, of No. 1 Squadron 
of the Air Force, Baldonnel,. said that he 
inspected the machine on the morning of 
the occurrence. It was then in perfect. order 
and airworthy. Later it was flown on three 
occasions by Lieutenant Sherwin, -and the 
engine and machine were reported “ OK.” 


ONLY EXPLANATION. 

Commandant C. J. Carroll, Director of 
Military Aviation, Baldonnel, stated that he 
was present in the Phenix Park on the 
Sth inst. at about 4.30 p.m., and saw the 
machine which was piloted by Captain Heron. 
An event was being carried through, and 
Captain Heron’s machine should have been 
“shot down.” At that time he observed 
the machine approaching from a north- 
westerly direction. It was gliding slowly 
and gradually losing speed. When over a 
point about the middle of the Fifteen Acres, 
and at a height of about 400 feet, it spun, 
and struck the ground while spinning, having 
completed one and a half turns. 

Questioned by Superintendent Hurley, he 
said that there was no evidence of any 
defect in the flying of the machine. 

Superintendent Hurley—Could you express 
any opinion as to the cause of the crash?—-To 
my mind the only possible explanation is 
that, owing to the sun and slight haze, he 
may have, unfortunately, made some mis- 
calculation as to the height he was at, but 
I would not say definitely that that was 
the cause, 

Replying to Mr. McCarthy, he said that 
it was arranged that, in the final spin down, 
smoke should be liberated from the ‘plane, 
He could not say whether it was Captain 
Heron’s duty to release the smoke, If it 
was his duty to do so, that would occupy 
his attention, and, with the sun and haze, 
might complicate matters. 

Answering the Coroner, he said that when 
Captain Heron opened the throttle he would 
be at a height of about 700 or 800 feet. The 
spin seemed to be natural to what the pilot 
was doing. It might be possible that Captain 
Heron’s attention was attracted to rome 
extent by other machines, but he did not 
think that thev were near him at the time. 

Mr. M. A. Doyle, aeronautical engineer to 

the Air Force, described the condition of the 
machine after the crash, and said that he 
formed the opinion, as the result of a super- 
ficial examination, that the controls were in 
perfect working order before the crash, A 
detailed examination of the wreckage would 
be carried out at Baldonnel-in due course. 
_ In reply to Mr. McCarthy, he said that 
it was intended that the machine should 
come down in smoke, and there was an 
experimental attachment for that purpose. 
Sun and haze could have contributed to the 
accident by obscuring the vision of Captain 
Heron, who,was a brilliant: airman, and had 
been decorated on four occasions, 


THE VERDICT, 


Commandant Carroll was recalled, and, 
answering the Coroner, said that the move- 
ment of the ‘plane was quite orthodox, and 
the tactics formed part of ordinary military 
training. 

Mr. Trant McCarthy—Was the officer 
engaged on military duty that afternoon as 
well as in the display in Phcenix Park? 

Commandant Carroll—He was on military 
duty. : 

The Coroner, having expressed sympathy 
with the relatives of Captain Heron, said tnat 
he hoped that these accidents would in future 
be reduced to a minimum. The flying on this 
occasion was not a ‘“stunt.’”’ While it 
amused the people, the demonstration formed 
part of the orthodox training of pilots. 
Captain Heron was an experienced pilot, but 
if was quite possible that on a bright day, 
with a haze over the ground, he might ris- 
judge his height from the ground, 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, adding that they 
had no evidence to show how the accident 
occurred. They expressed sympathy with the 
relatives of Captain Heron, 

The Coroner, Mr. O’Donovan, Mr. 
McCarthy and Superintendent Hurley asso- 
ciated. themselves with the expression of 
sympathy. 


PRIVATE TOBIN’S INJURIES. 
Giving evidence regarding the injuries to 
Private Tobin, Captain Dr. Dodd said that 


there was a compound fracture of tie left leg, |. 


and several abrasions on the legs and 
shoulders. There was a lacerated wound on 
the top of the scalp, and a fracture of the 
skull. In his opinion, death was due to 
fracture of the skull. 

The Coroner said that, as the other evidence 
would be the same as that given in relation 
to Captain Heron, there was no reason to 
repeat 16. 

A verdict was returned in accordance with 
the medical evidence.

BALLYBUNION OUTRAGE.

LISTOWEL, Thursday. 


From about eight o'clock last night until 
2.30 p.m. to-day the water supply to Bally- 
bunion was cut off. When workers went 
to investigate the stoppage this as they 
discovered that the pipes which brought the 
supply from the reservoir, a couple of miles 
away, had been smashed near that source. 


The reason for the outrage is not clear. 


Last night the Ballybunion Golf Club held 
its annual dance in the pavilion, and it is 
alleged that the water supply was cut off in 
an effort to stop the function, or to at least 
inconvenience the committee. When the 
dance was about to start stones: were thrown 
on to the roof of the hall. 

The local theory is that the outrage has 
to do with the ban on the removal of sand 
by the public from the foreshore, it. bein 
alleged that persons asso¢.ated with the goll 
club were responsible for securmg the bye- 
law, 
During last night the various hotels and 
boarding house proprietors were greatly in- 
con venienced.

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MEASURES HELD UP 
BY SENATE. — 
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-From Oun Potrricat. CORRESPONDENT, | 


ROM the point of view of the number 
of bills introduced the session ofthe 
Dail which ended yesterday morning 
was probably without precedent. No fewer 
than 54 bills: were introduced. Nearly 5) 
of these already have passed into /aw, 
but the eight bills introduced on Tuesday, 
including the three dealing with amend- 
ments to the Constitution, will make no 
progress until the House resumes at the 
end of September. fae 
There is, of course, another Constitution 
(Amendment) Bill—namely, No. 19— 
which went through the Dail and is now 
with the Senate. . This is the bill by which 
the Government proposes to reduce from 
eighteen months to three months the 
riod for which the Senate can hold up a 
ill.. With regard to this bill the Senate 
took the view—apparently because of its 
direct reference to the powers of that 
House—that the Dail should be invited to 
discuss by way of a joint committee the 
whole question of the Senate’s powers, and 
to report as to what changes might be 
considered necessary in regard to the con- 
stitution and powers of the Senate. It 
accordingly passed a resolution to with 
hold second reading from the Constitution 
No.- 19 Bill until such time as the Joint 
Committee reported. This decision was 
reported to the Dail, and has remained 
on the Order Paper of the Dail for the 
last month awaiting an intimation from 
the President as to what the Government’s 
attitude is on the subject. 


BILLS HELD UP. 
President de Valera permitted the Dail 


to rise for the recess without indicating 
the Government’s views, and it is now 
being assumed that the Government will 
refuse to accept the suggested joint com- 
eommittee. In that event the bill will be 
held up for eighteen months, the period 
dating from the day on which the bill was 
sent to the Senate. i 

There are two other Government bills 
held up by the Senate. These are the Local 
Government (Extension of Franchise) Bill 
and the Local Government (Dublin) Bill. 
The former is the bill by which it was 
proposed to extend the full parlia- 
mentary franchise to voters at Local 
Government. elections, and the latter 
bill which proposed to remove from the 
Dublin Corporation the special provisio» 
which enabled property owners to elect 
five members of the City Council. 

There is a possibility—although it is 
not a probability—that the Public Ser- 
vices(Temporary Economies) Bill may also 
be held up. The Senate, it will be re- 
membered, passed an amendment exempt- 
ing the Civic Guards from the operations 
of the ‘‘ cuts’ in pay, and the Dail dis- 
agreed with this amendment. If the 
Senate insist on this amendment the entire 


bill will be held up. 


GENERAL O’DUFFY'S 
PENSION, 

Among the more important bills of the 
session were those relating to road trans- 
port, railways and road traffic, all of 
which have become law. The bill to “‘ cut ” 
the pay of civil servants and other public 
officials created very wide interest, as did 
also the Garda Siochana Bill, by which it 
was origtnally intended to grant a pension 
to General O’ Duffy, but which has now 
been altered in committee, so that the 
grant of the pension is at the absolute 
discretion of the Minister for Justice.

VISITORS WELCOMED. 

_ Proposing the toast of ‘“‘Les Officiers 
Ktrangers,” the Minister for Defence said 
that it gave him great pleasure to welcome 
back again their old friends who had been 
there before, and to welcome the foreign 
visitors who had come there for the first time. 
He hoped that it would not be their last 
visit. (Applause.) He thought that they all 
appreciated the sportsmanship that their 
foreign visitors had displayed at the Show, 
and he trusted that on the following day, as 
every team could not win, the best team 
would win. ({Applause.) 

M. Guerlet, the French Minister, respond- 
ing, said that the visitors were pleased to be 
back in Dublin and to see the fine Horse 
Show. He and the visiting officers were 
pleased that the Show had been a great 
success. The foreign teams had increased in 
number, and, as far as the spectators were 
concerned, the Show had given them great 
pleasure. The horse was the greatest friond 
of man, and nobody would contradict him 
so far as the Irish horse was concerned. 

The motor had tended to drive horses out 
of the world, but they would never be driven 
out of Ireland. If there was anything that 
the visiting officers were pleased with, it was 
the efficient and fair manner in which the 
judges and officials at the Show had carried 
out their work; the judges had given a 
wonderful example in fair play to the rest 
of the world. 


THE MECCA OF HORSEMEN. 

Colonel Haccius (Switzerland), who also 
responded, said that the foreign officers liked 
to come to Dublin, because Ireland was the 
Mecca of horsemen, and because they were 
always sure of good sport. There was no 
show where the foreign officers were received 
as well as al the Dublin Show. He paid a 
high tribute to the jumping at the Horse 
Show in Dublin, and spoke appreciatively of 
the quality of the Irish horse, mentioning 
that Switzerlend bought 1,500 horses yearly 
for the Swiss Army. He complimented the 
Irish team. on its wonderful performance in 
the international competitions Sasiien the past 
year. 


THE ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 

General MacNeill, proposing the. toast ol 
the Royal Dublin Society, said that the state- 
ment, that the Royal Dublin Society was the 
mirror of Ireland had been justified by the 
attendance of representatives of all classes, 
creeds and parties in this country at the 
shows, -enjoymg themselves together in. har- 
mony—at least, for. a limited period—and 
united by one great interest that must be 
common to all Irishmén—the horse. As a 
Society, the Royal Dublin Society was the 
oldest in the world, but in all other respects 
it was: youthful, showing always signs of pro- 
gress, new developments and new ideas. 

Mr. Justice Wyli8, responding, said that 
the Koyal Dublin Society was the finest thing 
in the world, furthering the interests of its 
country regardless of party, creed or politics. 
The military competition stood for good 


fellowship among nations, and put Ireland | 


on the map as a brevding place for horses. 

They trusted that the foreign teams would

He met there a man called Murray, 
who had just been discharged from a ship, 
with a considerable amount of money in his 
possession and in a generous mood, and they 
had drinks there and at various places in 
South Shields. i 

In one hotel McGuigan recognised two 
girls, who joined them in the car somewhat 
reluctantly. Throughout the evening 
McGuigan attempted to have a _ cheque 
cashed. Evidence would be called to show 
that McGuigan and Murray were drunk, and 
that the girls were uneasy, but at closing 
time at one hotel the novelty had not worn 
off and they entered the car again. Later; 
about 10.45, they were driving down Sunder- 
land road when people were leaving a picture 
house and the road was crowded. 


SOMETHING IN THE AIR. 

Attention was attracted by the manner in 
which the car was driven, continued Mr. 
Johnson. It mounted the footpath for about 
twenty yards, with a terrific impact and 
knocked down two objects. Witnesses would 
say that they saw ‘‘ something spread-eagled 
in the air,” The car swung out, gathered 
speed and drove away later, travelling at 
30 to 35 miles an hour. The party went ta 
a café in South Shields, and later spent the 
night at another hotel in Sunderland, where 
false names were registered. The girls occu- 
pied their own beds and kept the light on 
all night. They could not sleep. The police 
arrived next morning. 

Dr. C. Marks, questioned as to the effect 
of drinking twelve half-pints of beer in three 
and a half hours, said that no man would be 
in a fit state. An individual might take three 
or four pints and be fit, but nothing varied 
more than individual capacity to carry drink.

HE misgivings of foreign shipping lines 
eg for their future activities in Germany 
were intensified to-day, when it was 
found that the most rigid construction 1s 
being put on the order issued by the Foreign 
Exchange Control Department in regard to 
passages booked by foreign ships. 

One big fore! shipping company, on 
applying at the head offices of the Foreign 
Exchange Control authorities to-day for an 
official interpretation of the order, was 
definitely told that it meant that passages 
by foreign vessels could in future be freely 
booked to Germans only up to the sum of 
900 marks (the maximum amount which may 
be éxported without express authorisation). 

Passages costing more than this amount — 
in effect. all passages—could be sold only to 


applicants who had the express authorisa- 
RA of the Foreign Exchange Control! De- 


ment. i . i 
This meana that the foreign companies will 
have to refer all German inquiries to the 
Foreign Exchange Offices, and as. booking 
by German lines remains free and authorisa- 
tion to book a man in a foreign ship will, 
in the words of the official consulted, be 
ranted only if the applicant can show a 
‘very good reason for wishing to travel by 
a foreign vessel,” the German business of 
the foreign companies should show a sharp 
decline. Fes ot ' i 
This official interpretation is confirmed in 


the Press to-day. 
TOURISTS’ POSITION. 


The order also applies to foreigners, who 
may book a passage in a foreign vessel only 
if they have in their possession snufficient 
foreign exchange remaining from the sum 
brought with them into the country and 
entered in their passports, or if they import 
money they may not pay with money held in 
Germany over. 200 marks. 

In practice og, foreigners would over- 
come this difficult by boo ing their passage 
after leaving Germany, though the less per- 
sistent pine fs be overawed by the show of 
regulations likely to be encountered, and book 
by a German ship. 

At the office in Berlin, which bears the 
namé of Messrs.. Cook s, inquiry to-day, for 
instance, produced the answer that the in- 
quirer, as a foreigner, might travel by a 
foreign ship only if he had brought the 
passage money with him into Germany or 
could obtain it from abroad; otherwise he 
must travel in a German ome | 

Evidence is accumulating, however, in spite 
of all protestations, to suggest that Germany 
does not welcome foreign trade or commercial 
activity in this country, and intends to dis- 
courage it. 

The effect of the present order, unless it 
is modified in practice, must be to confine 
Germans to German ships and foreigners to 
foreign vessels.

MOTOR CARS. 


NEW DUTIES CURBING 
IMPORTS.

m HE number of motor cars in the City of 
Dublin, at 30th June of each year con- 
cerned, has increased from 2,660 in 

1925 to 8,492 in 1083. As the registration 
area changed upon the coming into operation 
of the Greater Dublia Act, however, those 
figures are not a correct index as to the 
growth of motoring in the city. i 

From 1925 to 1930 there was an increas 
each year averaging rather less than 500. In 
1926 the number of cars was 5,058, in 1927 
it was 3,638, in 1928 it was 3,971, in 1929 it 
was 4,442, and in 1930 it was 4,974. 


EFFECT OF DUTIES. 


With the Greater Dublin Act in operation 
the number of cars in the city area rose to 
£008. in 1931, to 8,458 in 1932, and to 8,922 
ithis figure including 430 six-seater hackney 
vehicles) in 1933. 

The increased duties upon motor cars im- 

sed by the present Government have not 
ad the effect of curteiling motoring. They 
have, however, slowed down the introduction 
of new cars. In the combined county and 
City of Dublin the number of cars registered 
at 30th June, 1931, was 11,221, and this year 
the number was 11,856. 


FEWER MOTOR CYCLISTS. 


Motor cycle registrations have shown a 
steady decline since 1928, They had risen 
from 1,566 » 1925 to 1,822 in 1 In 1929 
they dropped to 1,736, and in 1930. to 1,669. 
The increased area of registration in 1931 
brought the total to 1,961, but, the decline 
continuing, the figure for Greater Dublin was 
1,792 in 24, and 1,657 in 1935. 

In the quarter ended 30th June, 1933, the 
numbers of new registrations m County 
Dublin were 382 cars, 176 motor cycles. Re- 
gistrations of new vehicles were 79 cars and 
19 motor cycles, 

For the same quarter the regigtrations of 
new vehicles in the city were 379 cars, 57 
motor cycles. Comparative figures for 1932 
were 436 cars and 103 motor cycles.

LUCRATIVE CROP. 

If they were to the 10,000 acres, the 
farmer would get more out of the acre under 
tobacco than he would get out of ten acres 
under any other crop. e manner in which 
farmers had taken up the growing of the 
crop this year was most encouraging. He 
thought they should deal with the industry 
on business lines, but was afraid that they 
could not proceed to the formation of a co- 
operative sociéty for the marketing of the 
crop. He was not satisfied, while the Minister 
for Agriculture was most anxious to assist 
the industry, that the officials of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture were equally anxious 
ór stfficiently competent to deal with this 
industry how in its infancy 


QUESTION OF PRICE. 


He suggested that a deputation from that 
Association should wait upon the Minister 
for Agriculture, and place before him a 
scheme that would ensure for tobacco-growers 
a guaranteed market and a guaranteed price. 
They must be able to obtain a supply of 
guranteed seed, and have the facilities for 
rehandling it in such a way that they could 
succéssfully compete with the produce of 
other countries. . 

The question of price this year was an im- 
portant. one. The revenue obtained from 
tobacco by the Government was three and a 
half millions per annum, and the Association 
desired that the Revenue Commissioners 
should not lose too much. It was their duty 
to help the Revenue Commissioners as far as 
aili. 

Mr. P. J.. Gaffney, Honorary Secretary, 
gave an encouraging report of progress. 

Mr. J. J. Kelly said that this year’s crop 
of tobacco in Ireland was finer than any he 
had seen abroad. As a rule, owing to the 
fertility of the soil in this country, the crop 
did not need so much sun as abroad.

GAS POISONING.

[INQUEST ON DUBLIN MAN. 


A verdict of death due to gas poisoning 
was returned at an inquest, which was held 
by Dr. D. A. MacErlean, City Coroner, and 
a jury in the Morgue, Dublin, yesterday, on 
the body of Patrick Myron, a Post Office 

ensioner, aged about 64 years, who was 
found dead in his room at Summerhill, Dub- 
lin, last Wednesday evening, 

Mrs. Mary Myron, the widow, stated that 
when her husband returned home last Tues- 
day night he locked himself in his room. 
She knocked at the door several times the 
following day, ‘nd getting no answer she 
informed the Civic Guards. He had put 
her out of the room on several occasions, and 
would not open the door for her. He worried 
because his pension had been cut on several 
éccasions, but she never knew him to 
threaten to take his life. 

Patrick Myron, son, said that his father 
ordered him out of the room on Tuesday 
night, as he hac frequently done before. 

Civic Guard Fahy gave evidence to the 
effect that he forced open the door of the 
room and found Myron lying with his head, 
which was covered with a blanket, on a gas 
ring. The tap was turned on, but no gas 
was coming fron, the ring which was sup- 
plied from a slot meter. 

Dr. Shanley having given evidence that 
death was due to gas potsoning, 

The Coroner said that it seemed an extra- 
ordinary thing that the man was left so long 
in the room without assistance being called. 
It appeared that the family had acted rather 
heartlessly in the matter. 

The jury added to their verdict ‘‘ that they 
had not sufficient evidence to show what was 
the mental condition of the man at the 
time.”’

Glee marks the round, rubicund visages 
of the peasant farmers in the Austrian Tyrol 
as again they find a market for butter and 
milk and eggs at hotels long more than half 
deserted; in many a mountain hut on steep 
Austrian passes the primitive but comfortable 
hay-beds are being made afresh for Polish 
climbers, who long have vainly wished to 
watch the golden glow of sunrise gild the 
Tyrolean Alps. And it is barter that has 
turned the trick (says the CAristian Science 
Monitor), 

Grave gentlemen from Vienna and Warsaw, 
sitting round a table at a conference in 
London, decided that the consumption of pork 
in Austria badly needed boosting, and that 
arbitrary passport rules in Warsaw prevented

OLD AND WORN MONEY NOT 
TO BE USED. 


The officials of tht Royal Mint are of 
opinion that there is a great number of old 
worn bronze coins in circulation, and they 
have declared, through official channels, that 
it is very desirable that these old coins 
should be withdrawn from circulation. 

They have instructed all money collect- 
ing departments that all such coins should be 
returned to the Mint. 

Members of the public who possess such 
coins should endeavour to dispossess them- 
selves of them--4.¢c., when next using the 
Post Office or such like Government Depart- 
ment. i 

This instruction must not be musunder- 
stood—these coins are not being definitely 
withdrawn from circulation. They are still 
legal tender, but the Mint officials are 
anxious to have only good coins in circula- 
tion. '

The death occurred yesterday of Mr. W. J.

He was a Fast Master of Masonic 
Lodge 754, and also identified himself with 
the Orange Institution. For many years he 
took a leading part in the affairs of St. 
Patrick’s Church, serving on the Select 
Vestry, and also acting as parochial 
nominator and diocesan. synodsman. 

He is survived by his widow, who is a 
daughter of the late Mr. James Sharpe, Cole- 
ruine; one son and two daughters, the Misses 
May and Doreen Smith.

report to the Minister of 
Transport on Railway Accidents during 
1932 discloses remarkable results. 

Four passengers lost their lives in an acci- 
dent to a train in 1932, as compared with a 
total of eight persons in 1931 and one in 1930. 
The liability to casualty in the case of be 
sengers during the year was no more than 
one killed in 489,000,000 carried. Last year 
also was remarkable for its low incidence of 
casualty among railway servants—three killef 
in train accidents—which is the lowest total 
for more than twenty years. 

Comparison with fatal road accidents is 
possible only by taking those accidents which 
are caused by vehicular movement on rail 
and road. respectively. The totals of casual- 
ties in this respect in Great Britain for the 
year 1932 are as under :—

The total of 307 killed on the railways in- 
cludes 77 passengers, 170 railway servants 
and 60 other persons, and the Inspecting 
Officer (Colonel Mount) states that the 
casualties were mainly due to misadventure 
or to carelessness or misconduct on the part 
of passengers themselves, the principal canses 
being entering or leaving trains in motion, 
crossing the line at stations, opening and clos- 
ing of carriage doors, and falling from car- 

riages and platforms. 

Colonel Mount’s remark in regard to this is 
worthy of note:—‘‘It would seem that 
educational propaganda to induce greater care 


affords the best means by which the number - 


of such accidents may be reduced.” 

In conclusion, Col. Mount draws attention 
to the trend of improvement in respect of 
casualty per million train miles which have 
fallen from an annual average of 1.1 killed 
for the years 1920-24 to 0.8 killed for the 
year 1932. ‘“‘It is a matter for encourage- 
ment of railwaymen generally.” says Col.

They were stated to belong to Tyseley, Bir- 
mingham, and to be orphans. They were 
charged with taking away, and driving with- 
out the owner’s consent, a saloon car, at 
Wisbech, on Sunday, August 6. 

In pleading guilty, they asked to have taken 
into consideration four similar offences com- 
mitted at Birmingham, London, Royston and 


Cambridge during the same week-end. 

They were arrested in Peterborough, after 
being chased by police in a taxicab. 

Superintendent F. H. Green told the bench 
that the boy had made a statement, in which 
he said :— 

“ My sister and I left Birmingham at about 
4 a.m. on Sunday. We went up a drive near 
a farmhouse in Flint road, Acocks Green, 
Birmingham, and took from a garage there a 
10 horse power Rover. We pushed it out on 
to the road and drove to St. Albans. We got 
there about 10 or 11 a.m., and saw two ladies 
get out of a car and go into the churchyard. 
We left the Rover car there and got straight 
into the one the ladies got out of, and drove 
it to London and around London, and left it 
in the East End about 2 p.m. We saw a 
Morris Cowley car outside a hospital, and we 
took this and drove to Royston. We left it 
by the golf course, and stepped into an Austin 
Seven. We then drove it in turns to Wis- 
bech, and stepped into a Morris Major, and 
drove to Peterborough, where we were 
caught.” 

Superintendent Green mentioned several 
previous convictions against the boy in 
December, 1932, when, before the Birming- 
ham Stipendiary, he admitted taking 18 cars 
from the district in similar circumstances.

DUE TO NARCOTIC DRUGS, 


A verdict that death was due to narcotic 
poisoning, but that there was no evidence to 
show whether he intended to take his own 
life, was returned at the inquest, at Graves- 
end yesterday, on Dr. Oscar William 
Percival, of Wrotham road, Gravesend, who 
was found unconscious on Wednesday night 
and who should have appeared at North Fleet 
(Kent) Police Court yesterday. 

When the case was called a charge of being 
drunk in charge of a motor car at Meopham 
on Tuesday was withdrawn after the magis- 
trates had been’ informed that Dr. Percival 
had died at 11.15 the previous night. 

Dr. Percival, who was 38, was assistant 
police surgeon at Gravesend. He slept under 
a verandah in hot weather, and his wife, after 
hearing a gurgling sound, found him un. 
conscious in bed. 

At the inquest Dr. G. Pinching, after a 
post-mortem examination, said he was unable 
to determine the cause of death, but the con- 
dition was that found after narcotic poison- 


ing. 

J. D. Hartley said that he saw his 
partner, Dr. Percival, when he was un- 
conscious, and the symptoms pointed to nar- 
cotic poisoning. 

Police Constable Kingsland said that he 
was called by telephone to Hoo Green, 
Meopham, on Tuesday afternoon, and found 
a badly damaged motor car on the off-side 
of the road.

PROPOSED ENGLISH BILL. 


A bill to regulate camp and caravan 

rounds, and to control the building of holi- 
day huts, is likely to be introduced in the 
Imperial Parliament. It has been drafted by 
the Rural District Council’s Association, and 
has been laid before the Minister of Health 
(Sir E. Hilton Young). There is a possibility 
that the Government will give facilities for 
its passage. If so, thé present holiday season 
will be the last in which camp and caravan 
ES will be unobserved by the eye of the 
aw. 
The bill is directed against the letting to 
holiday makers of open-air pitches which have 
neither water supplies nor sanitation. It is 
also an attempt to check the spread of holiday 
shack areas. 

The bill will make it illegal to place or 
keep on any land ‘‘any tent, van, shed, or 
similar structure, used or intended to be used 
for human habitation,’’ unless the local 
authority’s consent has been obtained, ~ There 
are also clauses giving the Councils power to 
secure cleanliness and order on camping 
grounds, and to prevent them from spoiling 
local amenities, 

Organisations like the Boy Scouts and Girl 
Guides would be exempt from this super- 
vision. 

Travelling showmen and gipsies would not 
be affected by the bill
